So long as he re­ 
mains within his jurisdiction his in­ 
terpretation is the law' of the land.” 
Fall’s move was 
so unex pected 
that even Justice Siddons appeared 
spellbound for a moment. Then ho 
broke in to remind Fall that he 
had *'able and eminent counsel’’ to 
represent him.
